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PANAMA CITY, Fla. (AP) - 
H urricane Eloise slam m ed 
into 
F lo rid a’s central panhandle with 
raging surf and lashing rains today, 
then rushed inland, spawning tor­ 
nadoes and carrying with it the threat 
of flooding. 
With punishing winds up to 130 miles 
per hour, Eloise thundered ashore 
between Fort 
Walton 
Beach 
and 
Panama City before sunrise, wreaking 
havoc in both cities and in a 40-mile 
stretch between. 
But as its vanguard crossed land, 
winds began to wane. 
“With the hurricane over land, its 
strength should weaken rapidly,” said 
Neil Frank, director of the National 
Hurricane Center in Miami. “The 
major threat now is tornadoes, heavy 
thunderstorms and the flooding they 
can cause.” 
At IO a.m. EDT, Eloise’s still- 
dangerous winds had dropped to IOO 
m.p.h. The hurricane’s center was 
located about 45 miles southwest of 
Dothan, Ala., near latitude 31.0 north 
and longitude 86.2 west. 
Trees, power lines and billboards 
toppled before the onslaught, and the 
area was plunged into darkness in the 
gray dawn as power transform ers 
exploded in brilliant showers of blue- 
green sparks. 
Thousands of people along a 100-mile 
stretch of shoreline had fled in a last- 
minute rush to escape the oncoming 
fury of the storm in the darkness of 
early morning. 
In Panam a City, a truss man­ 
ufacturing plant caught fire, from 
what officials said was either a leaking 
gas line or a downed electrical circuit. 
Firemen tried to fight the blaze in 
screaming winds and rain. 
Three tornadoes were reported in 
the Fort Walton area. One destroyed a 
house and ripped the roofs off half a 
dozen others, but no injuries were re­ 
ported. 
Surf riding the abnormally high tides 


crashed across the unprotected sand 
dunes of the summer resort area, 
ripping up roads and highways and 
undermining the foundations of homes, 
condom inium s and m otels 
built 
dangerously close to the sea. 
U.S. 89, running along the coast for 
nearly 200 miles from Apalachicola 
Bay to Pensacola on the far western 
edge of the panhandle, was reported 
breaking up under the waves in many 
places. 
No storm -related injuries were 
reported im m ediately, but com ­ 
munications were down in many areas 
and an accounting of the safety of 
residents would have to wait the 
hurricane’s passage. 
Given only a few brief hours of 
warning, residents of low-lying areas 
jammed highways leading inland, 


many of them fleeing in sleepwear 
covered by raincoats. 
It wasn’t until early this morning 
that county officials issued evacuation 
orders for people living along the 
coast, bays, bayous and other low 
areas. 
Sheriff’s deputies, police, firemen 
and others began going house-to- 
house, warning residents to flee to 
shelters on higher ground. 
Part of the delay in issuing the 
warning was due to the rapidly shifting 
course and growing strength of Eloise, 
which already has left 42 persons dead 
on two Caribbean islands. 
“This is a major storm ,” said Miles 
law rence of the National Hurricane 
Center in Miami. “It’s nothing to be 
taken lightly.” 
The center described Eloise as a 


“Category 3” storm on a scale of one to 
five, 
with 
the 
highest 
num ber 
representing the worst hurricanes on 
record. And it warned that Eloise 
could grow still stronger. 


Early this morning, Eloise was 
about 150 miles south of Pensacola, 
Fla., on the far western edge of 
Florida’s panhandle. 


Earlier, it had been predicted to go 
ashore near Pensacola, but its new 
position had it aiming for land at least 
80 miles farther east along the pan­ 
handle. 
Monday night, Eloise lashed the 
coasts of Louisiana, M ississippi, 
Alabama and far western Florida with 
gales, torrential rauns and pounding 
surf as it swung from a northerly 
course to a more easterly direction 


that swept it in a grazing crescent. 
With Eloise on a new course, the 
threat to other Gulf Coast states ap­ 
peared all but ended. 


Thousands had evacuated homes 
Monday in the marshy lowlands of 
louisiana, Mississippi and Alabama, 
where many residents still recall Hur­ 
ricane Camille. 


But in Florida, which has been 
spared a major storm for more than a 
decade, many residents unfamiliar 
with the fury of a hurricane were 
reluctant to leave their seaside homes 
and condominiums. 
Officials said some residents of 
recently developed Santa Rose, facing 
the Gulf of Mexico off Pensacola, 
refused to seek the safety of higher 
ground on the mainland.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Patty 
H earst’s own words may haunt her if 
defense attorneys try to contend the 
newspaper heiress remained an un­ 
willing hostage during her 19-month 
odyssey with the terrorist Symbionese 
Liberation Army. 
A bail hearing was scheduled in U.S. 
District Court here today, and Miss 
Hearst’s attorneys say she will testify 
or submit an affadavit in a bid for 
freedom on bail. 
Miss Hearst has been held without 
bail since last Friday, when it was 
revoked by a judge who cited her taped 
statements and revolutionary rhetoric. 
At that time, U.S. Attorney Jam es L. 
Browning revealed the government 
planned to use Miss Hearst’s own 
words to prosecute bank robbery and 
weapons charges here. He also pointed 
out that a pistol was found in her purse 
and two carbines were found in the 
closet of the apartm ent where she was 
arrested Thursday with another 
federal fugitive. 
In taped communiques, the 21-year- 
old Miss Hearst has admitted par­ 
ticipating in a bank robbery and 
repeatedly denied she had been 
brainwashed into joining the SLA, 
which kidnaped her Feb. 4, 1974. 
Authorities say Patty sprayed a Los 
Angeles sporting goods store with 
automatic weapons fire May 16,1974 to 
help two SLA members escape arrest 
for shoplifting. She is accused of 
kidnaping an 18-year-old youth the 
same day. 
Miss Hearst and Wendy Yoshimura, 
wanted on a 1972 guns and explosives 
charges, were captured at an apart­ 
m ent here 
last Thursday. 
SLA 
members Emilly and Bill Harris were 
arrested earlier the same day outside 
their apartm ent, about 2 ^ miles away. 
Both the Harrises and Miss Hearst 
face federal charges here and state 
charges in Los Angeles. 
If convicted of bank robbery, Miss 
Hearst would face up to 35 years in 
prison. She and the Harrises also face 
federal 
firearm s 
charges 
with 
maximum sentences of IO years in 
prison and $10,000 fines. 
N ineteen 
Los 
Angeles 
County 
charges have been filed against Miss 
Hearst and 18 against the Harrises. In 
addition, federal prosecutors say the 
trio probably also will be indicted on 
new charges stemming from weapons 
and explosives found in the two SLA 
apartm ents here. 
Miss Yoshimura, 32, was arraigned 
Monday on four weapons and ex­ 
plosives charges. Her bail remained 
$250,000, and she was scheduled to 
enter a plea Oct. 6 in Alameda County 
Superior Court. 
Stephen Soliah, 27, who reportedly 
rented the apartm ent where Miss 
Yoshimura and Miss Hearst were 
captured, has been charged 
with 
harboring a fugitive. 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 45-year- 
old mother charged with firing a shot 
at President Ford as he left a down­ 
town hotel faces a hearing today to de­ 
termine whether her sanity should be 
tested. A Marine veteran deflected the 
gun and the President was not hurt. 


Sara Jane Moore, 45, a onetime paid 
informer for the FBI with connections 
to various Bay Area radical groups, 
was seized Monday after she fired a 
.38-caliber revolver at Ford. It was the 
second attem pt on Ford’s life in 17 
days. 
Police said Mrs. Moore, a plump, 
greying brunette, had been picked up 
by officers with a .44-calibre revolver 
in her hand Sunday and interrogated 
by the Secret Service because her 
name appeared on a “questionable 
list” of persons believed possible 
threats to the President. The gun was 
confiscated and she was released. 
The President had been waving to 
thousands of cheering spectators 
outside the St. Francis Hotel when the 
shot rang out like a firecracker about 
35 feet away. 
Secret Service agents quickly 
pushed him into his bullet-proof 
limousine, where he crouched below 
window level as the motorcade raced 
off at top speed for the airport with 
sirens wailing. 
P residential 
adviser 
Donald 
Rumsfeld said later in Washington 
that Ford was not wearing a bullet 
proof vest. He first appeared in one 
during a public appearance in New 
Hampshire, a few days after Lynette 
“Squeaky” Fromme pulled a gun two 
feet from him in Sacramento, Calif., on 
Sept. 5. The gun did not fire.

Continues 
In Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Ford

House 
Intelligence 
Com m ittee 
Chairman Otis G. Pike, D-N.Y., said 
Monday “all my indications are” that 
Ford will not turn over subpoenaed 
documents to the committee. 
Ford cut off both documents and 
witnesses to the committee two weeks 
ago after it disclosed that U.S. in­ 
telligence monitored Egyptian com­ 
munications before the 1973 Mideast 
war. 
On the second front, Secretary of 
Commerce Rogers 
C. 
B. 
Morton 
refused Monday to comply with a 
House subcommittee’s subpoena for 
names of U.S. companies involved in 
the Arab boycott against Israel. 
Morton said the subpoena would 
force him to break Congress’ own law 
protecting confidentiality of business 
inform ation that his departm ent 
gleans from documents filed by U.S. 
exporters. 
Chairman John E. Moss, D-Calif., of 
the House commerce oversight sub­ 
committee, called the administration’s 
refusal to comply with the subpeonas 
issued by his committee and Pike’s 
panel 
“ a 
pattern 
of 
executive 
arrogance.” Moss said he welcomes a 
confrontation. 
Both the Moss and Pike committees 
are taking basically the same position: 
that Congress has the right to obtain 
any information from the adminis­ 
tration. Pike’s committee adds that 
Congress also has the right to make 
public any of that information. 
But the administration’s arguments 
are not the same in the two cases. It 
contends 
the 
Arab 
boycott 
in­ 
form ation’s 
confidentiality 
was 
mandated by Congress itself. The 
administration refuses to turn over the 
intelligence information on grounds 
Ford as commander in 
chief 
is 
responsible for its protection.

“She said she fired and realized she 
had aimed high,” Taylor said. “She 
said she didn’t get a chance for a 
second shot because she was im­ 
mediately set upon. She said if she had 
had a .44-caliber gun she would have 
hit him.” 
Police said Oliver Sipple, a 33-year- 


old ex-Marine from San Francisco, 
struck the chromeplated revolver just 
as it discharged, causing the bullet to 
ricochet and strike another spectator, 
John M. Ludwig. Ludwig, a 41-year-old 
San Francisco cab driver, was treated 
at a local hospital for a superficial 
groin wound and released. 
Dozens of police and Secret Service 
agents waded into the crowd and 
wrestled Mrs. Moore to the ground. 
They pulled her back across the street, 
handcuffed and her nose bleeding, into 
the hotel for questioning. 
“They carried her bodily through the 
crowd,” said Joseph K.P. Armin, a 
Jaycee chauffeur in the presidential 
motorcade. “They had to, the crowd 
was so hostile. The crowd was ready to 
lunge at her themselves.” Several per­ 
sons yelled “Kill the bastard!” as 
police led the captive away. 
An unemployed divorcee with a 9- 
year-old son, Mrs. Moore was iden­ 
tified by the FBI as a “possible 
security informant” who furnished 
information to the bureau on a regular 


basis from June 1974 to June 1975 and 
on a few occasions thereafter in return 
for expenses. 
Browning didn’t elaborate on what 
responses of Mrs. Moore’s he felt 
warranted psychiatric tests. But San 
Francisco Police Sgt. William Taylor 
said that after her arrest Mrs. Moore 
told officers “she didn’t know why she 
shot at the President.” 


Police Officer Timothy J. Hettrich, 
26, who wrenched the gun from Mrs. 
Moore’s hand after the shot, said he 
was standing across the street from 
her and “was frozen for a moment” 
when he saw her fire. 
He said, “I grabbed the cylinder of 
the gun to disable it, and twisted it 
away from her.” 
Stephen Weicker, one of several 
Junior Chamber of Commerce officials 
who drove presidential staff cars, said 
that immediately after the shot, “We 
were told to drive as fast as the cars 
would go, all the way around Union 
Square and onto the freeway.” 
Ford To Continue His Travels 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford, declaring that he will not cower 
before would-be assassins, plans to 
continue his campaign-style travels 
despite congressional fears and ques­ 
tions raised by a security breach one 
Republican called incredible. 
Ford’s second encounter in 17 days 
with a 
gun-wielding 
woman 
in 
California, this one punctuated by the 
crack of a pistol shot that missed, 
raised one central question: 
How could it happen? 


This time, the attem pt on the 
President’s life was made by a woman 
who managed to get within 40 feet of 
Ford carrying a .38-caliber pistol — 
despite the fact that the Secret Service 
had questioned her Sunday as a 
potential threat to his safety. Ford was 
not wearing a protective vest at the 
time the shot was fired. 
Released Sunday not only from 
custody but also, apparently, from any 
surveillance, Sara Jane Moore, 45, was 
waiting when Ford emerged from the 
St. Francis Hotel late Monday. 
San Francisco police, who also 
questioned her Sunday, had seized a 
pistol from her then, but she had a new 
one Monday, just purchased. 
Ac­ 
cording to the FBI, Mrs. Moore later 
said she was surprised that she had so 
much time for the attempt. 
Like Lynette Alice Fromme, who 
had pointed a pistol at Ford from two 
feet away, as he shook hands in 
Sacramento Sept. 5, Mrs. Moore was 
known to local authorities as a political 
extremist. The FBI said she had once 
been a paid informant for them. 
Unlike Miss Fromme, Mrs. Moore 
fired. The President had spent less 
than two minutes all day before open, 
outdoor crowds. He was about to enter 
his bullet-proof limousine to head for 
the airport and Washington. 
It became a high-speed ride, the 
President on the floor, shielded by his 
bodyguards. But that precaution, like 
the weapons searches at his indoor 
stops earlier in the day, did not come 
at the moment of peril. 
The

prom pted 
con­ 
gressional 
dem ands 
for 
an 
in­ 
vestigation — and one for a shakeup — 
of the Secret Service. 
It also led members of Congress and 
rival presidential candidates to urge 
that the President curtail his public 
appearances and his 
handshaking

V e ts D a y Back 
To Now, 11 In '78 


LOS ANGEIiES (AP) — President 
Ford has signed legislation returning 
Veterans Day to Nov. ll beginning in 
1978. 
The new law, which a White House 
spokesman said Ford signed last 
weekend, ends the practice established 
by Congress of celebrating the holiday 
on the last Monday of October. 
The holiday honors the nation’s 
military veterans. 


But Ford, back at the White House 
just before midnight, said that would 
be capitulating to violence, and he 
vowed not to do it. He said Americans 
have a right to see their President and 
shake his hand. 
“Under no 
cir­ 
cumstances will I... capitulate to those 
who want to undercut what’s good in 


America,” Ford said. 
Furthermore, Ford had only com­ 
mendation for the Secret Service. “Let 
me say most emphatically, I thank the 
Secret Service for doing a super job 
again,” he said. “They really were 
tremendous in the things that they did 
that were necessary and essential.” 
Bank Robbery And M urder 
M a y Be Linked W ith SLA 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - Law 
enforcement officials are taking a new 
look at an April bank robbery-murder 
for possible links with some of the 
revolutionary comrades of Patricia 
Hearst. 
Sources told The Associated Press 
that evidence seized in connection with 
the arrests of Miss Hearst and four of 
her associates in San Francisco last 
week was considered at a meeting 
Monday of three top officials in the 
state capital. 
If prosecutors were to decide a link 
between the bank robbery and the SLA 
exists, it would raise the possibility 
that some members of the terrorist 
group might be charged with murder, 
the most serious accusation yet. 
On April 21, three men and a woman 
— wearing ski masks — robbed a 
branch 
of the 
Crocker 
Bank 
in 
suburban Carmichael of $13,000. 
One of the men fired his shotgun at a 
bank customer, 42-year-old Myrna 
Opsahl, who bled to death from her 
wound. Officials said there was “no 
reason at all” for the shooting. 
The officials who met Monday, 
Sacramento FBI agent-in-charge Paul 
Young, Sacramento County Sheriff 
Duane Lowe and U.S. Atty. Duane 
Keyes, also discussed two sketches of 
suspects in the case. 
There was no official comment on 
the continuing investigation of the 
Carmichael robbery. But the sources 
told The AP that the sketches closely 
resembled some of the individuals 
currently linked to the Symbionese 
Liberation 
Army, 
which 
kidnaped 
Miss Hearst on Feb. 4, 1974. They 
would not identify which individuals 
were being discussed. 
Tile sketches — of a white woman 
between 25 and 35 w ith brown hair and 
glasses and a white man in his 20s with 
blond hair and a mustache — were 
released by the FBI in June. The 
drawings were based on descriptions 
given by the landlords who rented 
Sacramento garages where the stolen 
cars used in the robbery were hidden. 
Police said in April that a fifth 
person may have been waiting outside 
the bank in a second getaway car. 
An apparently unsent communique 
claiming responsiblity for the robbery’ 
by the New World Liberation Front 
reportedly was found in one of the 
apartm ents searched after the arrests 
of Miss Hearst, William and Emily 
Harris, Wendy Yoshimura and Steve 
Soliah in San Francisco. 


Authorities are known to be checking 
for links between the NWLF, SLA and 
a series of bombings in the San 
Francisco Bay area. 


Senate Eyes 
Internal 
Intelligence 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. in­ 
telligence 
agencies 
ignored 
a 
presidential decision to revoke the so­ 
called Huston Plan authorizing illegal 
and unconstitutional m ethods of 
gathering domestic intelligence, the 
chairman of the Senate Intelligence 
Committee said today. 
“The decision of the President 
seemed to m atter little,” Sen. Frank 
Church, D-Idaho said. The CIA, FBI 
and other 
intelligence 
agencies 
“continued the very practices for 
which they had sought presidential 
authority” in the Huston Plan, Church 
said as the committee began a second 
week of public hearings. 
The Huston Plan, drafted by former 
White House aide Tom Charles Huston 
and signed by former CIA Director 
Richard M. Helms, the late FBI Direc­ 
tor J. Edgar Hoover and the heads of 
the Defense Intelligence Agency and 
the National Security Agency, author­ 
ized break-ins, wiretaps and mail 
openings to g ather dom estic in­ 
telligence. Huston was the lead-off 
witness at today’s hearing. 
The plan, which was briefly im­ 
plemented in July 1970 but officially 
withdrawn five days later by former 
President Richard M. Nixon at the 
insistence of Hoover and then Atty.- 
Gen. John N. Mitchell, “was only an 
episode in the 
lawlessness which 
preceded and followed its brief 
existence,” Church said.

A Military School 


NEW YORK — They don’t make 
prep schools like St. John’s Military 
Academy of Delafield, Wise., any 
more. And somebody seems to have 
broken the mold which made head­ 
masters like William I. West. 
St. John’s is a junior West Point, 
without a requirement of post­ 
graduate military service. Bill West is 
a hard-nosed product of West Point 
who played on the great Army football 
team that starred Davis and Blan­ 
chard. He won a Silver Star in Korea, 
and decided after that war that the 
best way he could serve his country 
was to do what he could to bring a little 
discipline to the education of young 
men. 
West was in New York recently, 
talking to the parents of possible 
recruits and raising some of the money 
which all private schools need these 
days. He had some things to say that 
one seldom hears and more when the 
subject of the education and training of 
the male American teenager comes 
up. His theme was a condemnation of 
the prevailing paternal philosophy of 
“I’m going to give my kid all the ad­ 
vantages and things I never got as a 
kid.” 
“That’s dangerous,” Bill said with 
his voice of authority. “Our boys at St. 
John’s are not permitted to have 
luxuries such as cars. We grill them 
about marijuana, drinking, and even 
smoking. We’re death on smoking, 
unless the boy is 18 and has parental 
permission. If caught, any younger 
boy is in trouble. He’s under guard 
control, and does plenty of marching.” 
The first prized possession a plebe 
loses at St. John’s is his long hair. Then 
he must take care of his own room, 
shine his own shoes, see to it that his 
uniform is pressed, his linen clean, and 
that he is never late for a class or an 
assignment. He has a mandatory study 
period each night, without the ac­ 
companiment of a rock ’n’ roll radio 
program, TV or a stereo. Or rap talk. 
Bill took a visiting group of head­ 
masters through the cadets’ barracks 
one night during the study period and 
one exclaimed, “My God, it’s quiet up 
here.” 
Bill snaps: 
“Trouble with a lot of parents — 
well-meaning parents — these days is 
that in giving their young sons so much 
they deprive them inadvertently of 
character and integrity. They take 
away from them a sense of self­ 
accomplishment. The father finds a 
way to give them a car, for example; 
the mother picks up after them, or 
hires somebody to do it. Not many 
parents say, Hey, buddy, before you

go anywhere you’re going to clean the 
snow off the driveway, or cut the 
grass, shovel the coal, feed the dog or 
the cows, and try walking to school and 
back again.’ 
“At St. John’s, we challenge them,” 
said Bill, who served under a general 
who had served under George Patton 
in World War II. “At the start of a new 
school year, I bring them to chapel, 
walk up and down the aisle, and tick off 
the way it’s going to be. If there are 
any groans or flak, I simply say, in 
effect, That’s it.

They asked him if they could plant 
their tree in his front yard, and that 
was the first time they saw him shed a 
tear.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The fuel 
economy 
performance 
of 
1976 
automobiles improved an average of 
12.8 per cent over last year’s yodels, 
the government said today. 
In 
the 
latest testing 
by 
the 
Environmental Protection Agency, top 
mileage for simulated city driving was 
recorded by the Chevrolet Chevette 
with a 98-cubic inch engine and manual 
transmission at 30 miles a gallon. 
In simulated highway driving, the 
best performance was 41 miles per 
gallon by the Datsun B-210, with an 85- 
cubic inch engine and manual trans­ 
mission. 
This year, the EPA added a new 
ranking which takes into account an 
estimate that the average motorist 
does 55 per cent of his driving under 
city conditions and 45 per cent under 
highway conditions. 
In this combined city-highway 
driving, the EPA calculated the best 
mileage was 33 miles per gallon, 
delivered by three cars: the Chevrolet 
Chevette, the Datsun B-210 and the 
Subaru with an 83-cubic engine and 
manual transmission. 
The EPA said 1976 cars, industry­ 
wide, averaged 17.6 miles per gallon, 
12.8 per cent better than the average of 
15.6 miles per gallon in 1975 models 
and a 26.6 per cent improve in two 
years over the 13.9 miles per gallon 
averaged by 1974 cars.

I worry because my 9-year-old son 
keeps getting attacks of swollen glands 
in the neck. The thought that terrifies 
me is that this might be an early 
warning of leukemia, or trouble like 
that. 
Mrs. H. B.,Ohio 
Dear Mrs. B.: 
Physicians are aware of the concern 
that mothers have about glands in the 
neck. 
Anxiety about it is rampant, mostly 
because the real meaning of glands is 
not understood. 
There are, perhaps, a thousand 
glands (lymph nodes), in the entire 
body. These vary in size, from tiny, 
barely perceptible ones to grape size. 
Just as there is a circulatory system 
that carries blood through the arteries 
and veins, so is there an important 
lifesaving lymph drainage system that 
circulates everywhere. 
Lymph glands act as filters and 
collect bacteria, waste products and 
even foreign particles that have en­ 
tered the lymph stream. 


Swelling of the glands of the neck, 
for example, may be due to tonsilitis or 
infections of the scalp. Glands in the 
groin may be enlarged because they 
have trapped infection somewhere in 
the feet or the legs. 
Swelling under the armpit may 
reflect protection against infection of 
the hand or the arm. 


Glands are the protective agents 
located at strategic points in the body 
to guard against the spread of in­ 
fection. 


There is no reason for you to believe 
that leukemia, 
Hodgkin’s disease, 
tuberculosis or other serious con­ 
ditions are necessarily indicated by 
the swelling. 
A general examination and a study 
of the blood can immediately put your 
mind at ease, It is pointless to be in 
fear of a nonexisting condition. Your 
anxiety, before long, will be tran­ 
smitted to your son. Then the entire 
family pays a penalty for unnecessary 
fear.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
said today the Sinai accord is only a 
first step toward a Mideast settlement 
and that he has made it clear he is 
prepared to promote an* agreement 
between Syria and Israel. 
Declaring “opportunities must be 
seized or they will disappear,” 
Kissinger told the U.N. General 
Assembly in a speech that the United 
States is ready to explore alternatives 
to a Geneva peace conference in order 
to push ahead on an Arab-Israeli ac­ 
cord. 
President Ford’s statement that he 
will 
not 
accept 
stalem ate 
and 
stagnation in the Middle East “was 
true before the Sinai agreement was 
signed. It remains true today,” 
Kissinger said. 
His remarks were seen as con­ 
ciliatory toward the Soviet Union and 
militant Arabs and their supporters 
who want the United States to press 
Israel for withdrawals on the fronts 
with Syria and Jordan now that Israel 
has pulled back in Sinai in the 
agreement this month with Egypt. 
Over the coming weeks he said he 
will consult “with all concerned” 
regarding the reopening of the Geneva 
conference. 
Although he said the United States 
would not attempt to “exclude any 
country,” he did not make it clear 
whether the United States would back 
Israel in trying to exclude the Pales­ 
tine Liberation Organization, which 
has unanimous Arab support as the 
sole representative of the Palestinians 
on the west bank of the Jordan River.

Sander, who had remained silent 
during his trial and when the verdicts 
were returned, spoke for the first time 
when Judge Frank Petersen asked him 
to stand. 
“ No, I will not,” said the bearded 
defendant. 
Petersen then asked if there was a 
legal reason why he should not impose 
sentence, mandatory death for mass 
murder under California’s 
capital 
punishment law that went into effect 
Jan. I, 1974. 
“ Carry on,” said Sander. 
Sander was convicted by a jury on 
Sept. 4 on four counts of first-degree 


murder and one count of second- 
degree murder. The jury also ruled 
that he was sane on March 2 when the 
killings occurred at the Ship Ashore 
motel in Del Norte County. 


The sentence carries an automatic 
appeal to the California Supreme 
Court. Petersen said Sander must 
serve life in prison if a higher court

the 
death 
penalty 
un­ 
constitutional. 


Sander, one of half a dozen persons 
sentenced to death under the mass 
murder provision of the state law, is 
scheduled to be transferred to San 
Quentin within IO days, authorities 
said. 
He would join 23 men on death row at 
the prison, all of whom have cases 
under appeal. The last execution in 
California was in 1967 and no execution 
dates have been scheduled. 
No motive was established behind

described as “senseless” by Sander’s 
attorney, Philip Schafer.

PORTLAND, Maine (AP) - Women 
priests are not an absolute necessity, 
says the presiding bishop of the 
Episcopal Church, but if the Church 
decides to ordain women, then “God be 
praised.” 
At a Sunday evening sermon at­ 
tended by more than 125 Episcopal 
bishops, the Rt. Rev. John M. Allin 
said the controversy over the or­ 
dination was less important than the 
need to prevent divisions within the 3 
million-member Church. 
“At this point, I don’t think it is 
absolutely necessary to the Kingdom 
of God that women be ordained bishops 
and priests,” he said. “ But if this 
Church decides that we are going to or­

In his only vote on the issue, a year 
before his 1973 election as presiding 
bishop, Bishop Allin was opposed in 
principle to the ordination of women to 
the priesthood and episcopacy.

Vietnam may seem a thing of the 
past to many Americans, but to the 
wives and families of those ser­ 
vicemen still listed as missing in ac­ 
tion, it is still a very real and ongoing 
tragedy. 


No significant progress has been 
made toward resolving this matter. 
Although an accounting for every 
missing American citizen was agreed 
to in the Paris peace agreement, the 
Hanoi Government has so far failed to 
live up to the terms of the agreement. 


The House last week showed its 
determination to get things moving 
when it passed a resolution, which I co­ 
sponsored, to set up a 10-member 
select committee to investigate fully 
the fate of 832 servicemen still listed as 
missing in action in Southeast Asia and 
to secure the return of the remains of 
some 1,500 known dead. 
It will seek the release of 36 persons 
thought still to be held as prisoners. 
The Department 
of 
Defense still 
carries them as prisoners of war. 
Some 58 Ohioans are among the 
American missing in action. 
The inquiry by the committee will be 
limited to North Vietnam, 
South 
Vietnam, Laos, and Cambodia. 
We have to move now if we are to 
meet with any real success in our 
search. Time is of the essence, because 
the tropical environment in Southeast 
Asia tends to hide traces of evidence 
that would be needed to determine the 
fate of our missing, as well as the 
crash sites of known dead. 
There are more than 1,000 crash 
sites involving over 50 different types 
and models of aircraft. These crash 
sites are on mountains and in jungles, 
and in the many other types of rugged 
terrain in Indochina. 
Congress already has concrete in­ 
formation on crash sites that could and 
should be investigated. It might be 
possible for neutral country search 
teams to go to these crash sites on 
behalf of the United States. We also 
know of numerous shallow graves 
throughout Southeast Asia where we 
could recover the remains of known 
dead. 
For instance, it apparently is 
common knowledge that the bodies of 
two U.S. Marines are now being held in 
a Seventh-day A dventist hospital 
morgue in Saigon. They should be 
reclaimed by our Government. 
Search operations are now being 
carried out by our Joint Casualty 
Resolution Center 
in 
N ortheast 
Thailand. They work long and hard to 
locate our missing — and without any 


help from the governments of North 
Vietnam and Laos. 


Establishment of this select com­ 
mittee should encourage and prod the 
Department of State for more concrete 
efforts to resolve the MIA problem. 
C onsiderable criticism has been 
leveled at the State Department for its 
apparent lack of diligence in at­ 
tempting to gain compliance with the 
MIA provisions of the Paris Peace 
Accords. 
It is time we focused public opinion 
on the uncooperative and inhumane 
manner in which the present govern­ 
ments in Indochina are treating the 
MIA problem. Although it is often a 
slow process, public opinion does have 
an effect on the Communist leaders in 
these nations. 


We do not know how much is being 
done or whether enough is being done 
to determine whether our servicemen 
are alive or dead, are prisoners, or 
have escaped their captors. One thing 
is certain — if these Americans are 
known to be dead, we are obligated to 
bring their remains home and give 
them honored, military burials. 


In approving 
this resolution, the 
House showed that it is sincerely in­ 
terested in determining the fate of our 
MIA’s. The select committee will 
provide a place where families can 
bring information they have to be 
evaluated. 


We must make every effort to 
alleviate the sorrow and uncertainty- 
afflicting so many of our citizens. Our 
involvement in Southeast Asia cannot 
be finalized until we have exhaustively 
examined all the facts in this tragic 
history of our mission in action.

Circleville Football Team Ranked 2nd In First AP Poll 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Class 
AAA Cincinnati Moeller and Class AA 
Akron St. Vincent-St. Mary, two of The 
A ssociated P ress’ m ythical state 
champions last season, seized the 
leads today in the first Ohio high school 
football ratings of the regular 1975 
season. 
Middletown Fenw ick, second to 
McDonald in the final poll in 1974, 


claimed the No. I spot in the Class A 
ratings by a statewide panel of sports 
writers and broadcasters. 
The leaders all have peeled off three 
straight victories to start the season. 
Moeller, the first Cincinnati school 
ever to win the big school ratings’ title, 
piled up the most points in any division 
this week. The Queen City power ae- 
cumulatd 156 points. 


Two Warren strongboys, Western 
Reserve and Harding, claimed the 
next two Class AAA spots. Western 
Reserve earned 119 points. 12 ahead of 
Harding. Both are 3-0-0. 
St. Vincent-St. Mary’s margin was 
less formidable in Class AA. The 
leaders collected 95 points, IO more 
than runnerup Circleville, also 3-0-0. 
Wheelersburg, riding a 28-game win­ 
ning streak, was third, three points 
behind Circleville. 
Fenwick, which rolled to the Class A 
playoff title last fall, had 149 points 
while runnerup Newark Catholic, a 
former AP mythical state winner, 


earned 127 points in a two-team race. 
Canal Winchester, 
also cruising 
along with a 3-0-0 start, claimed the 
No. 3 position with 95 points.

Madden finally found out what ifs like 
to win a National Football league sea­ 
son opener. But injuries have cooled 
his excitement over the 
Raiders’ 
convincing 31-21 conquest of the Miami 
Dolphins. 
Madden apparently lost defensive 
tackle Kelvin Korver for the season 
with knee ligament damage in Monday 
n ight’s 
victory, 
O akland’s 
first 
opening success in six years. A team 
spokesman also said fullback Marv 
Hubbard was probably lost for three 
weeks with a shoulder injury. 
On the bright side was a defensive 
effort that thoroughly dom inated 
Miami in the first half and quar­ 
terback

expert 
dissecting of a Dolphin defense, a 
defense noticeably missing injured 
v eteran s Nick Buoniconti, 
Dick 
Anderson and Manny Fernandez. 
“We got off to a good jump .. then in 
the second half, it seemed something 


would always happen to give Miami a 
little lift,” said Madden after breaking 
Miami’s 31-game winning streak at 
home. 
‘‘They proved they’re still a fine 
team. They kept coming back at us,” 
Madden said of the Dolphins, whose 
offense was without World Football 
league defectors Larry Csonka, Paul 
Warfield and Jim Kiick. 
The Raiders jumped on top 17-0 on 
plunges of two and one yards by Pete 
Banaszak and a 25-yard field goal by 
George Blanda. Oakland upped the 
lead to 24-7 on Mark van Eeghen’s yard 
run in the third period. 
But it took a 102-yard kickoff return 
and three interceptions, all in the 
fourth quarter, to kill the Dolphins. 
“There wasn’t any excuse for the 
runback,” said Dolphins’ Coach Don 
Shula of Harold H art’s return which 
came after Norm Bulaich had ended 
an 80-yard drive with a yard plunge to 
cut the lead to 24-14.

CINCINNATI (AP)—The Cincinnati 
Bengals voiced irritation Monday at 
charges they were lucky to escape with 
a 24-17 victor}' in Sunday’s National 
Football League opener against 
Cleveland. 
“They only drove for one touchdown 
on us,” bristled middle linebacker Jim 
LeClair. “So what?. 
“Hey, they’ve got a good quar­ 
terback, a good offensive line. They’re 
a good team ,” he said. 
“ Any time you beat a team that 
good, you deserve it,” he added. 
Offensive tackle Vern Holland said 
the Bengals deserved credit for their 
game-saving drive in the final minutes 
after the defense repulsed Cleveland 
with two brilliant goal line stands. 
Cincinnati marched from their own 
goal into Browns territory, controlling 
the ball for the final six minutes. 
“ When we’ve got to go out and get it, 
we go out and get it,” said Holland. 
“There’s no luck in that.” 
Coach Paul Brown said the Bengals 
missed chances to put the Browns 
away early in the second half. Leading 
24-3, Brown said Cincinnati “went 
downfield and had two bad ball- 
handling plays in a row. We got down 
there and got just a field goal. 
“Then they got two quick touch­ 
downs and we went sort of flat. I’ve 
seen it happen before,” he said.

Ohio State and Southern California 
became Oklahoma’s top challengers in 
The Associated Press college football 
poll today in the wake of Michigan’s 19- 
19 tie with Stanford. 
The surprising deadlock dropped 
Michigan from second to ninth in the 
rankings. 
Oklahoma, the preseason favorite 
afte r winning the 1974 national 
championship, held onto the top spot 
with 56 first-place votes and 1,192 of a 
possible 1,200 points from a nationwide 
panel of sports writers and broad­ 
casters following a 46-10 trouncing of 
Pitt that dropped the losers out of the 
Top Twenty. 
Ohio State defeated Pen State 17-9 
and moved up from third to second 
with three first-place votes and 1,031 
points while Penn State fell from 
seventh to 12th. Southern California, a 
24-7 winner over Oregon State, climbed 
from fourth to third. The Trojans 
received the other first-place ballot 
and 954 points. 
Nebraska jumped from sixth to 
fourth with an im pressive 45-0 
walloping of Indiana while Missouri 
defeated Illinois 30-20 and retained 
fifth place. 
Texas went from eighth to sixth by 
downing 
W ashington 
28-10. 
The 
Longhorns were followeH by Notre 
Dame, up from ninth to seventh thanks 
to a 17-0 blanking of Purdue. Texas 
A&M was up from lith to eighth after a 
39-8 drubbing of Louisiana State, with 
Michigan ninth and UCLA 10th after 
defeating Tennessee 34-28. The Bruins, 
12th a week ago, replaced Tennessee in 
10th place while the Vols fell to 16th. 
Alabama, which began the season in 
second place only to lose its opener to 
Missouri, got back to lith by crushing 
Clemson 56-0. Rounding out the Second 
Ten behind the Crimson Tide were 
Penn S tate, Arizona S tate, West 
NFL Pact 
Remains 
Unsettled 


CHICAGO (AP) — A new contract 
proposal that relaxes the controversial 
Rozelle Rule and could cost the 26 club 
owners an estimated $30 million in new 
money over five years still has not 
brought about a National Football 
League labor peace. 


The 
NFL Management 
Council, 
representing the owners, made its 
latest proposal to the players union 
Monday, 
but daylong 
negotiations 
apparently have failed to resolve the 
wide differences between the two sides 
that have been prevalent in talks over 
the past 20 months. 


Negotiations under the supervision 
of federal mediators continued today. 
A fter 
the 
prolonged 
sessions, 
S argent K arch, council executive 
d irecto r, said m anagem ent had 
responded to a challenge by union 
president Kermit Alexander to make a 
final offer and give it’s “best shot.” 


“We have today given our ‘best 
shot,’” Karch told newsmen. “Like 
other unions, they would like to get the 
moon, everything they demand. They 
don’t believe we have given them 
everything we can give. We hope they 
will accept the package.” 


Alexander and other union leaders 
and player representatives present at 
the meeting declined to comment 
specifically on the owners’ 
latest 
proposal, going from the joint session 
with management into a union meeting 
that lasted late into the night.
